Continuation of 2. NOTE: The addition of the linnitation reciting "a plurality of peripheral holes located along a circle centering on a 
symmetrical point of a central hole" in claims 3 and 14 was not previously recited in the claims and thus is a new issue requiring further 
search and consideration. Further, the deletion of the limitation "the linear thin portion is formed almost along a circle centering on the 
central hole" also represents a new issue because it broadens claim 14. 

Furthermore, Applicant's amendment to the specification is not considered to obviate the 112, first paragraph rejection of claims 3, 
10, and 11. Neither the amendment to the specification nor Applicant's remarks actually explains or clarifies how the projecting portion Is 
connected to the lead element "through" a small-thickness portion of the disk. Accordingly, it remains the Examiner's position that the 
artisan still would not be apprised of how to make and use the invention defined in claim 3.
